Clothe the Band 
Ride to Toronto 



One of the two defeated candid- 
ates In last week's election for a 
Commerce representative to the 
Students' Executive Council has 
protested Itie election on grounds 
that campaign procedure used by 
one of his opponents was ' "Irre- 
gular." 

In a letter to the Students' Ex- 
ecutive Council, Guy Benoit, third 
year commerce student, took note 
of the S.E.C.'s ruling at a, special 
mcétlng last Thursday that cam- 
paign procedure used In support 
of the eventual winner, Bimbo 
Black, had violated a Council re- 
gulation. 

Boris Gardavsky. president of 
the Students' Society, told The 
Daily last night that Benoit'.<; let- 
ter would be considered at tlic 
next Council meeting Wednesday 
nteit 

The Council ruled last Thursday 
that a regulation it had passed 
a week previously prohlbitins 
Council members from endorsing; 
any cnndldaturc with any signed 
statement was violated when 
Black's supporters \ mailed a cam- 
paign letter to Commerce students 
bear^g the names of three mem- 
bers of the Council. 

But in a letter to the editor of 
The Daily, which appears else- 
where in this issue, the writer of 
the campaign letter that has caus- 
ed the squabble reveals that the 
three Council members Involved— 
Julien Hutchison, of Commerce, 
Ken Carruthers, of Architecture, 
and Jim Cartier, president of' the 
McGllI Union— were not aware that 
their names were on the letter as It 
was written. 

He says that the three had signed 
a. pen sketch supporting Black 
which was to appear in The Daily, 
but when the Council marie its rul- 
ing forbiddin;; such endorsement 



had' had them removed. He assum- 
ed, he says, that since they had ori- 
ginally signed the pen sketch, thclt 
support woiild apply as well to the 
campaign letter. ' 

Text of the motion which was 
violated, passed by the Council on 
Wednesday, Nov. 28, one week be- 
fore the election, follows: 

"In the Interests of unbiased stu- 
dent elections, be It resolved that 
Council members be prohibited 
from signing any endorsement for 
any candidate seeking a position 
on the Council." 

Following that meeting, however, 
some CouneUjl^wmbers went 
away from^tîi?^mecting thinking 
that the motion they had passed

Break-out of twenty-five thous- 
and battle-scarred American Mar- 
ines trapped In the northeastern 
corner of Korea by the onrushlng 
Chinese Communist troops high- 
lighted the' week-end' news on 
the Korean crisis. 

This culminated the twelve-day 
retreat, during which the Ameri- 
cans and the 100 attached British 
Marines held off the estimated 
100,000 Communist troops attempt- 
ing to prevent them from reach- 
ing the coast. The Marines car- 
ried ail their casualties with 
them, at least four thousand 
wounded and untold numbers 
killed. This list exceeds the to- 
tal number of casunlties inflicted 
upon the Marines in their costli- 
est encounter — the Tarawa In- 
vasipn — in Wprld War II. 
At the same time, reports on 
the future of the American forces 
in I Korea conflicted. In Ottawa, 
Prime Minister St. Laurent slated 
that his information was that the 
United Nation forces will hold on 
In Korea. He said tliat the opin- 
ion In high places Is that Korea 
can be held without pouring in 
more U.N. formations. He added 
that unless a diplomatic solution 
Is found In the meantime. Can- 
ada's eleven-thousand-man Kol'ea 
Brigade will sect Its first action 
in January. If so, next to the 
United States, Canada will have 
more men fighting In Korea than 
any other member of the United 
Nations. 

But reports directly from Korea 
contradict this. Without listing «>e 
source, an Associated Press dis- 
patch says flatly that 'the war In 
Korea appcçfs to have been mil- 
itarily decided.' It claims that the 
mountainous Korean terrain makes 



upon the number of men with 
small arms in their hands who can 
be thrown into action. 

The Chinese.. Reds- are, bombard 
Ing the Americans !in^ Korea with 
messages tent via radio and leaf- 
lets Indicating that It is their inten- 
tion to throw the American Eighth 
Army and Xth Corps right out of 
Korea. 

This is again contradicted by a 
report from the United Nations at 
Lake Success. 

There, 13 Asian and Middle East 
ern Nallojis, led by India banded 
together to forward a peace appeal 
to thë'Chlnese Communist Govern- 
ment. Pciping authorities replied 
that they had received this petition 
and were giving It careful consld- 
eratlcii. In the meantime India's Sir 
Senegal N. Rau Is holding a series 
of high-level diplomatic conferences 
in attempt to reach a diplomatic so 
lutlon of the crisis. 

Prime Minister AtUee complet- 
ed his North America visit with 
a brief stop-over in Ottawa. But 
he refused to. divulge any ot the 
details of his visit to the Cana- 
dian CaplUl or Washington to the 
37 newsmen who greated him at 
the formal press conference. All 
he would say was that he and 
President Truman had studied 
'Very full reports' of the military 
situation.

In any future war involving the United

Union, it is likely that Canadian territory 
Would suffer as much dcvas-tatiun as has taken 
place in Korea, and thai those of her popula- 
tion who weic nnl slaughtered in the early 
fighting, would prohnbly have to lake refuge 
in the heart of the United States. Canada 
^would have everything l<t lose in this war. She 
"li'ould not even survive as a nation, whoever 
ilse tnighl win. 

For this reason il is gratifying to see the 
ireinendous effort which L. fi. Pearson, minis- 
ter of e.\tei'nal affair;, is making al Lake Sue- 
C6s8 to prevent the Korean situation from be- 
coming the catastroplic of world war. 

We agree with him when he stiys that nego- 
tiation is not synonomous with thai ugly word 
"appeasement", and as Canadians we should 
bejn-oud of the great respect with which Mr. 
Pearson is regarded at the United Nations, 
^.cl'hcre is something encouraging for a cynic- 
al world, which usually regards armed might 
as the criterion of prestige, in the spectacle of 
A man lepresenting only 13 million people 
being ai-ked so frequently by far grcate^' pow- 
ers to help in the solution of their j)rol)iems. 
Recently, Walter O'Hearn, United Nations' 
ported thai .Mr. Pcar?on had a reputation for ' 
leprcsLMitativc of The AlontrenI Daily Stiir, ic- 
solving deadlocks in the asscnihly which lind 
baffled other delcgiites. in the pai^l aii.xiuus 
days the New York Times has commented edi- 
torially ill almost identical terms on Mr. Pcar- 
lôn's contribution. 

If and when the prêtent cri^i» is resolved 
Canad.H will have gained immcatuiably in in- 
ternational ilaliire, and we believe that in le.-s 
critical days this maturity will rest as a base

Canada will 
be growing up. 

The university student can do nothing aboift 
the present world situation, but he can Icnin 
from it. He knows that in the past years 
mistakes have been made which arc partially ' 
res])onsiblc for the present world situation.

"Why did they do llirsc fonli'h things?" It is 
easy for a young peifon (o have hindsight, and 
sometimes to despair, because one generation 
never seems to learn from another. 

Yet, if he studies the problem's honestly, he 
will agree that if had been fared with them 
with the knowledge then available he would 
have done no l)elter. 

.\s Mr. Pearson wrestles with the crisis the 
student can feel certainly that the pro-ant job 
could be in no better hands.

conscription law, but It they kept it secret, and if 
the newspapers were to incorrectly say it appllèd 
to women, then surely it would be grossly unfair 
^ to arrest a man for breach of a ruling which he 
''' côtild not possibly know anything about. Nay, the 
onus for such a discrepancy and injustice would 
fail upon the government itself who kept the ruling 
from being made public, ahd unavailable to those 
to whom it applied. 

Thirdly, members of our Student Government at 
McGill were thcmfclves not sure of the exact defi- 
nition of this ruling. Some council members were 
unaware that Mr. notenfeld's regulation which 
they had passed, but kept secret, applied to the 
public mails and tht private letters of citizens in 
our community. Indeed, they believed,- a. Thé 
Dally did, that it applied only to pen-.ketches, as 
defined above. Witness a motion, passed at the 
special meeting, called to consider the Commerce 
election; "Moved that the motion passed on NOv, 
20, 18S0, by the S.E.C. concerning endorsement of 
candidates by members 6t th6 S.E.C, did not ix- 
prcss the spirit of discussion around the motion." 

In summing up, then, may we say that punish- 
ment of any type for such a crime, should fall on 
those who passed the original regulation, namely 
our Students' Executive Council. They allowed to 
be misquoted a statement in The Daily to the 
effect that ilgnatures -of S.E.C. members could 
alone not appear on the pen-sketches in The Daily. 
It the original motion was distorted by the voice 
' of the Council, The Daily, we cannot be held liable. 
They alone should seè that such mistakes are 
corrected. The studénts to whom the unpublicized 
regulation applied cannot in any way be held 
responsible. 

We feel that Mr. Bimbo Black, in that he has 
been unjustifiably attacked, must receive an apolo- 
gy from this same Student Government, whose 
maiadmlnlstratlon caused such an outrage to be 
perpetrated. 

We cannot but think that- endorsement by Coun- 
cil member, is, in the facé of the Council action in 
criticizing the^:cainpalgn of our candidate, Bimbo 
Black, a 'thdni^and a .tigma, rather than an aid, 
to election.

prospective candidates for the position of S.E.C 
treasurer a period ot indoctrination. On the con- 
trary, we think it Is an excellent and very ne- 
cessary plan. What we do doubt is the method ot 
choosing these trainees. If Mr. Hutchison's en- 
quiries were as "extensive" as he claims they 
were, surely the other two candidates would have 
been forthcoming. The campaign they conducted 
was certainly sufficiently vigorous to leave us 
with the impression that they were as anxious to 
achieve office as Mr;;Cl>K^Black. (Their only er- 
ror was that their campaign' was carried out with- . 
in the terms of the S.E.C. motion of November 20th 
and not in terms .'of the spirit ot the discussion 
around that motion.) Therefdrc, it would be of 
interest to know what method of selection was 
employed by Mr. Hutchinson. For example, there 
was no notice In The Daily concerning his offer. 
Indeed, the campaign letter to all Commerce stud- 
ents stated that ". . . Julian Hulelilson . . decided 
to take advantage of Bimbo's experience and give 
him the necessary training for the position of 
S.E.C treasurer. . ." In our previous letter we 
thanked Mr. Hutchinson for his diligence and 
foresight.

Hutchinson alone. 

At a later stage in his letter, Mr. Hutchinson as- 
serts that we are factually incorrect in stating 
that his main reason for condoning the campaign 
letter was merely that it had been printed prior 
to the S.E.C. ruling. To this wc can only reply 
that this explanation was given to us by Mr. 
Hutchinson himself, it was given in haste, to be 
sure, but so must the condoninf; of the campaign 
letter have been given in haste! It is only to be 
hoped that as responsible members, of thé student 
governing body, Mr. L. K. Black's other support- 
ers did hot act quite so hastily. 

Finally, wc can only say 'hat wc ai'c di3lres.<>cd 
that Ml'. Hutchiiijon cl ,t1 feci surprised that wc 
deal with ihis camp.iicn Ictlcr as though it were 
"a carefully considered documcnl" instead of an 
electioneering pamphlet. It is only to be regretted 
that a photo-static copy ot this letter was not 
printed m The Daily for all students to ace. 
Everyone would then agrefi ^i^a rc sure, that this 
letter hits none of the hallmarks of an election- 
eering pamphlet. In fact, one stuflcnt of our ac- 
quaintance was so imprciscd with the list of sig- 
natures of prominent members of tht S.E.C. at 
the foot of the letter, and with its formality, that 
he was led to believe that here was a semi-official 
injunction from the S.E.C itself to vote for Mr. 
Black "on the basis of his proven ability and un- 
equalled experience witk the immediate position 
concerned. . ." 

'We feel that at this point a short consideration 
of the recent S.E.C. meetinj; to debate this issue 
will be well worth while, particularly since Mr. 
Hutchinson and friends do not feel that they 
"broke the spirit" of the S.E.C. rule. What, we 
may ask, has the spirit of the ruling to do. with 
the ruling itself? The ruling specifically prohibits 
ji cou ncll members from "signing any endorsement 
TOôni any candidate seeking position on the coun- 
cil." It makes NO reference to limiting the en- 



dorsement to pen-sketches only. Indeed, the gen- 
erality of the prohibition of November 20lh is em- 
phasized by the fact that the motion of February 
ISth referred to pen-sketches alone. It Is hard to 
believe that Messrs. Hutchinson. Carruthers and 
Cartier can, in all seriousness, claim that they 
thought the November 29th motion also applied to 
pen-sketches only. What would have been the 
point of such a motion with a similar one already 
in existence? No, Mr. Hutchinson, we feel that you 
and your friends are guilty of having committed a 
flagrant breach of regulations — regulations, inci- 
dentally, that you yourselves helped to formulate. 
' So far as the decision of the S.E.C. at its recent 
meeting is concerned, we can only' condemn the 
coiineil for its neutral attitude' towards this whole 
matter. Rather than leave the decision to hold a 
new election up to the other two candidates wc 
feci that the council should haye made that de- 
cision itself, -Such lack of conviction and forlh- 
rightness cannot be tolerated. 

In conclusion, we -wish to address the student 
body en macse to'.bring this issue clearly before 
them. We wish to refer them to the recent editorial 
in The Daily entitled "It's Your Fifteen Bucks." 
Yes,' it is your fifteen bucks, and that sum multi- 
plied by the number of undergraduates at this 
university means that the position of treasurer of 
the S.E.C. is of particular importance. Therefore, we 
as you, are you prepared to allow irregular cam- 
paign tactics In cbnncetion with a position ot such 
importance to continue relatively unquestioned? 
Are you prepared loi let the outgoing treasurer con- 
tinue to endorse the man of bis; choice each year, 
or arc you prepared in the inlerests*of Democratic 
student government to rise up at this time and in- 
sist that a new and unbiased election be held for 
this very important executive po.>ltion7

In a letter to ,the Students' Ex- 
ecutive Council, Guy Benoit, third 
yèaricommerce student, took noté 
ofWffslkc's ruling at a.speclal 
meeting last Thursday that cam- 
paign procedure used In support 
of the eventual winner, Bimbo 
Black, had violated a Council re- 
gulation. 

Boris Gardavsky, president of 
the Students* Society, told The 
Daily la.it night that Bcnoll's let- 
ter would be considered at the 
next Council meeting Wednesday 
nrg'.it. 

The Council ruled last Thursday 
that a regulation it had passed 
a week previousli^ p Mihlbltjng 
Council members ' iironî*Sîdorsln!? 
anyi condidaturc with any signed 
statement was violated when 
Black's supporters t mailed a cam- 
paign letter to Commerce students 
bcar^g the names of three mem- 
bers of the Council. 

But In a letter to the editor ot 
The Daily, which appears else- 
where in this Issue, the writer of 
the campaign letter that has caus- 
ed t}\e squabble reveals that the 
three Council members involved— 
Julien Hutchison, of Commerce, 
Ken Carruther."!. of Architecture, 
and Jim Cartier, president of' the 
McGill Union— were not aware that 
their names were on the letter as It 
was written. ; - 

He says that ihe' three had-slgned 
a. pen sketch supporting Black 
which was to appear In The Dally, 
but when the Council made its rul- 
ing forbidding such endorsement 



had had them removed. He assum- 
ed, ho says, that since they had ori- 
ginally signed the pen sketch, thelt 
support would apply as well to the 
campaign letter. ' 

Text of the motion which was 
violated, passed by the Council on 
Wednesday, Nov. 29, one week be- 
fore the election, follows: 

"In the interests of unbiased stu- 
dent clecUonj^^ hie it resolved that 
Council '^members be prohibited 
from signing any endorsement for 
any candidate seeking a position 
on thé Council." 

Following, that meeting, however, 
some Council . ', members went 
away from tho meeting thinking 
that the .motion they had passed 
applied only to the signing of pen 
sketches In The Daily. That also 
was the Interpretation of The Dai- 
ly's reporter, given In his story of 
the meeting.! 

As a result, Councfl also passed 
the following motion at the session 
where they ruled .that ..there had 
been campaign irregularities: 

"Resolved that the motion pasied 
on Nov. 20, 1050, by thè SEC con- 
cerning endorsement ot candidates 
by members of the SEC did not ex- 
press the' spirit of the discussion 
around that motion." 

The full text of Benolt's letter 
to. the SEC protesting the election 
follows:

Break Out o£ Trap 



Break-out of twenty-five thous- 
and battle-scarred American Mar- 
ines trapped in thc° northeastern 
corner of Korea by the onrushing 
Chinese Communist troops high- 
lighted the week-end' news on 
the Korean crisis. 

This, culminated the twelve-day 
yÇke «VjdM^^ Amerl- 
cans Wd''the*10ff'aitached British 
Marines held off the estimated 
100,000 Communist troops attempt- 
ing to prevent them from reach- 
ing the coast. The Marines car- 
ried all their casualties with 
_thcm, at least four thousand 
wounded and untold numbers 
killed. This list exceeds the to- 
tal number ot casualties inflicted 
upon the Marines in their costli- 
est encounter — the Tarawa in- 
vaslpn — In World War II. . 
At the same time, reports on 
the future of the American forces 
im Korea conflicted. In Ottawa, 
Prime Minister St. Laurent stated 
that his information was that the 
United Nation forces will hold on 
in Korea. He said that the opin- 
ion In high places is that Korea 
can be held without pouring In 
more U.N. formations. He added 
that unless a diplomatic solution 
is found in the meantime. Can- 
ada's eleven-thousand-man Kol-ea 
Brigade , will seel IU first action 
in January, If so, next to the 
United States, ^ Canada will have 
more men fighting In Korea than 
any other member of the United 
Nations. 

But reports directly from Korea 
contradict this. Without listing Uie 
source, an Associated Press dis- 
patch says flatly that .'the war lh 
Korea appeç^a to hayeib^e'iriTOll- 
itarlly. decided.' It clalma^thWlhe 
mountainous Korean terrain makes 
tho outcome entirely dependent 



upon the number ot men with 
small arms In their hands who can 
be thrown Into action. / 

The Chinese Reds are bombard- 
ing the Americans in Korea with 
messages sent via radio and leaf- 
lets indicating that It Is their Intend 
tion to throw the American Eighth 
Army and Xth Corps right out ot 
Korea. 

This ':Is', again contradicted by a 
report: tfonij the United Nations at 
Lake" Success. 

There, 13 Asian and Middle East- 
ern Nations, led by India banded 
together lb forward a peace appeal 
to the Chinese Communist Govern- 
ment. Peiping authorities replied 
that they had received this petition 
and werd giving It careful consid> 
eratlcn. In the meantime India's Sir 
Senegal N. Rau is holding a series 
of high-level diplomatic conferences 
in attempt to reach a diplomatic so- 
lution of the crisis. 

Prime Minister Atllee complet- 
ed his North America- visit with 
a brief atop-over In Ottawa. But 
he refuM^Mdivulge any of the 
detalb'dtllitsTvislt to the Cana- 
dian Capital or Washington to the 
37 newsmen who greated him at 
the formal press conference. All 
he would say was that he and 
President Truman had studied 
'Very full reports' of the military 
situ()ion.

Nay, the 
onus for such a discrepancy and injustice would 
fall upon the government Itself who kept the ruling 
from being made public, and unavailable to those 
to whom it applied.

In summing up, then, may we say that punish- 
ment of any type for such a crime, should fall on 
those who passed the original regulation, namely 
our Students' Executive Council. They allowed to 
be misquoted a statement In The Dally to the 
effect that signatures -of S.E.C. members could 
alone not appear on:thi|i^b,aicétchea In The Dally. 
If the original m'ôUonrwaîraîsloHed by the voice 
of the Council, The Dally, we cannot be held liable. 
They alone should seè that such mistakes are 
corrected.

Turning a few pages, I 
was carried on the current of nos- 
talgia with Bridget, as she reminisc- 
ed in Lamb'.'! charming "Old China." 

Then I reached apparently unfa- 
miliar waters In the works of Mil- 



ton, and I treaded water cautiously 
until a bend disclosed a well known 
stream-course through the sun-dap- 
pled glades of his "L'Allegro," with 
Its merry Injunction lo '.'Haste thee 
nymph and bring with thee Jest and 
youthful Jollity." 

Bolstered in spirit, I boldly look 
up the. volume of poetry to be 
grcetedlîy^oWlffrlends: Keats' "Ode 
to Autumn." Blake's "Sohgs of In- 
nocence," Gray's "Elegy In a Coun- 
try Churchyard." Among these 
greetings. I was introduced to many 
new frlends-I-hope-to-bc. 

And now, the stream Itself di- 
verged into the putrid Ganges, rib- 
boning itself through the setting of 
Mr. Jôrster's "A Passage <o India, 
and the "amber-tinted" river in 
sinuatlng itself between the Yanks 
and the Rebels in Stephen Crane's 
"The Red Badge of Courage."

For example, there 
was ,no notice In The Daily concerning his offer. 
Indeed, the campaign letter to all Commerce stud- 
ents stated that ". . . Julian Hutchison , . decided 
to take advantage of Biinbp's experience and give 
him thé necessary traihing.' tor the position of 
S.E.C. treasurer. . ." In our previous letter' we 
thanked Mr. Hutchinson ' for. his diligence and 
foresight. However, it is readily apparent to all, 
we are sure, that the 'choice of our prifspective 
S.E.C. treasurer should not have been left to Mr. 
Hutchinson alone. 

At a later stage in his letter, Mr. Hutchinson as- 
serts that we are factually incorrect In stating 
that his main reason for condoning the campaign 
letter was merely that it had been printed prior 
to the S.E.C. ruling. To this we can only reply 
that this explanation was given to us by Mr.' 
Hutchinson himself. It was given in haste, to be 
sure, but so must the condoning of the campaign 
letter have been given in haste! It is only to be 
hoped that as rciponsible members of the student 
governing body, Mr. L. K. Black's other support- 
ers did liot act quite so hastily. 

Finally, wc can only say that wc arc distressed 
that Mr. Hutchinson cl ai feel surprised that we 
deal with this campaign letter as though it were 
"a carefully considered document" instead of an 
electioneering pamphlet. It is only to be regretted 
that a photo-static copy oi this letter was not 
printed In The Daily for all. students to. see. 
Everyone would then agree, jj^^M c tw this 
letter has none of the halimSlrtclP'S'SSr^lMtlon- 
eering pamphlet. In fad, one stuçlenl of our ac- 
quaintance was so impressed with the list of sig- 
natures of prominent members of thÈ S.E.C. at 
the fool of Ihc letter, and with its formality, that 
he w^s led. to believe that here was a semi-official 
injunction from the S.E.C. iUcIf to vote (or Mr. 
Black "on the basis of his proven' ability and un- 
equalled experience wit* the immediate position 
concerned. . ." 

We feel that at this point a short consideration 
of the recent S.E.C. meeting to debate this issue 
will be well worth while, particularly since Mr, 
Hutchinson and friends do not feel that they 
"broke the spirit" of the S,E.C. rule.
